The General Assembly of the State of Missis- 
sippi, respectfully solicit the aid of the General 
Government, towards the improvement. of the na- 
vigable streams within the limits of the said state. 
The numerous advantages of internal navigation 
are so well known, and have been so correctly 
appreciated, that nothing more is deemed necessa- 
ry, than to invite the attention of your enlightened 
bodies to the subject, and to suggest that an ap- 
propriation of four townships of land, with artho- 
rity to locate the same in suitable subdivisions, 
and placed under the direction of the state authori- 
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ties, would give an advantageous and desirable 
impetus to the sale aswell as the actual value of 
the residue of the national domain. Your memo- 
rialists would, also, respectfully observe that the 
soil on the streams of Yazoo, Big-Black, Pearl 
and Pascagoula, is extremely and notoriously 
fertile; and that an arrangement of the proposed 


kind, while it would very naturally add to the 


convenience of the State, by placing the means of 
local improvement within its power, would also 
greatly enhance the value of the contiguous pro- 
perty of the General Government as the principal 
owner 3 and by restricting the State from disposing 
of the solicited donation, at less than the minimum 
price of the Parent Government, the interest of 
the latter would be completely protected, and 
your memorialists, &c.
